Alothers brought 
their cliildren to receive His blessing, and even 
sinners were welcome to sit at table with Him if 
they so desired. There were no closed doors to 
Chi'Lst. 
It was often said that those who came in 
contact with Christ could never be quite the same 
again. When He sp oke, it brought music to the ear, 
joy to the heart. The world itself seemed changed, 
because Christ had revealed the Kingdom of His 
Kather, which was to be theirs if they but chuose 
to follow the p ath of His Love. 
It is two thousand years since humble ordi­ 
nary men could feast tlieir eyes up on the beauty 
of the Nazareth, and feel the inward p romp ting 
of His message. But to those who have the eyes 
and ears of faith, the Savior is as much in the 
midst of men today as when he walked by the 
shores of Genesareth. He is still a witness to their 
needs; He still yearns to shower His consolation 
and blessing up on all who invoke His name. 
This IS a time to remember this simp le 
Christian truth, so often forgotten by a restless, 
unhap p y world. There are many whose heai'ts are 
hea\-y with desp air; others who lack strength and 
courage in the fight against evil. There are many 
who mourn and have not the consolation of faith 
to sustain them. To all such— indeed to all men, 
good or bad—who need Him. there remair.s the 
abiding reality, if thev will but seek it, of Christ, 
who is “the same, yesterday, and today, yes, and 
forex'er.'’
